On the 26tu o 
May, 1731, the National Assembly in Paris decreed 
"that the Tuileries and me Louvre united should 
henceforward be the abode of the King, and be des- 
tined to hold all the monuments of science and art." 
But a raw days afterwards Louia XVI. toot to his 
heels and was arrested at Varen ues. The Assembly 
decreed that onhis return the King should be treated 
as a prisoner at the Tuileries. Tlie President of the 
Assembly In that dny was Alexandre lieauharnais, 
the liusbaud or Josephine, she who afterwards toos 
up witu Bonapane. Here we have ihe Tuileries as a 
prison for Louis XVI. 


Bonaparte and Josephine entered the Tuileries on 


Fem-uarjr i, isoo. Louis XVIII. aud Charles X. were 
successively the occupants or tho Tuileries. In isso tne 
mob entered the palace and drove out King Charles 
It was tue residence of Louis Philippe uniil the revo' 
lution ol isis, when the olu, ease-loving bowcois 
King, umbrella in hand, had to taKe Himself off to 
England. Immediately after the departure or the 
King the tyrant mob broke Into the apartments a-d 
turned everything topsy turvy. For ten days the 
gentlemen of the pavement, me dames tte 7ialie and 
other loose set carried on tlieu- orgies in tne magniu- 
ceut halls of tlie palace, carrying off the most costly 
objects or art.

THE HOTEL BE VILLE. 


This building was commenced la 1533, in the 


Gothic style; but a new style ot architecture becom- 
ing more in vogue, the works were suspended until 
an Italian named Doiuiuico Boccardo presented to 
Henry II. a new plan, wliioli was adopted.

works, however, proceeded slowly and the whole was 
not compleicd till the year 1605, In ihe reign or Ilcnry 
IV. 
Tue Hotel de Ville was a

Over tlie principal entrance 


was placed a flue bas-relief In bronze, which was 
considered ihe chef a'aawre of ihe celebrated Ulard, 
and represented Henry IV. on horseback, it was 
greatly injured during the wars of the Fronde, Indir- 
fercutly repaired by the son of the sculpior, wan, 
during me revolution of 17SO. renewed and re-esiali^ 
llslied in 1815, and again destroyed by the Commun- 
ists yesterday. 
Several additions were made to this 


hotel under Louis Philippe, coiislstiug chiefly or the 
Hospital and Church or St. Esprit and the chapel of 
St. John. The ground iloor of (he Church or the Si. 
Esprit was convcnx-u imo a largo vestibule and 
used on occasions Or royul visits. At the cud 
ofihis vestibule was a great staircase leading 10 a 
private aparlmem. The Uall of St. John, tlie only 
remaining part of the church, formed an exicnsive 
parallelogram, aud was ilccoraieu with, twelve 
corliiilnan pillars. This hall was only used on great 
occasions, and it w.is In tills placo iDat, after the re- 
turn of I,OUIM XVII]., a dinner was given him by the

oral Lafayette presented Lonis Philippe to ttie mob 
arter the overthrow of Cnarlesin 1S30. Herealso the 
nnlortunate Louis XVI. was forceu to audress the 
excited populace, wearing the cap ol liberty; and It 
was in a room in the Hotel de Vale that Itobespierre 
attempted to commit suicide, prior to U;s execution. 
It was standing ou the broad steps, by which one or 
the three courts is approached, that Lamartine

In addition to the State 
apartments the Hotel de Vine contained sis hun- 
dred rooms, which were occupied by officers and 
clerks. \ve must not omit stallne that the building 
was famous as the one from wliicu the several gov- 
ernments or France have been ueclared overthrown 
or established, ever since the revolution of 1783. In 
lact, the possession of the Hotel do Vilie by insur- 
gents of Paris was always regarded as tantamount 
to a change or government. The building cost over 
mree millions of dollars ami was jusllj regarded as 
one of the most imposing in Kurope and one or the 
most prominent, features ol Pans.

PALACE OF THE LEGION OF 


EONOE. 


This was one of me most elegant buildings In 


Paris, it was crccied in 1730, for me Prince of 
Salin, and consequently bore uniil 1802 me name or 
the Hotel da Prince de Salm. On tno establishment 
or the Legion of Honor by Napoleon the palace was 
appropriated lor the purposes or mis institution. 


The principal entrance to the court was through a 


triumphal arch, flanked on each side by a colonnade 
of me Ionic order, at mo extremity of whlcii was 
corresponding luilJOIuss, eunuouuled br bas-reliefs. 
The front of U:c oiuice, distinguished by a colon- 
nade of the Joule order, and six Corintlilau columns 
of noble dimensions, gave dignity to the entrance; 
over this some Hue bas-reliefs, executed hy Roland, 
added 10 me rich appearance of the front, so much 
and justly admired. This part jaat described con- 
stitutes me chief beaucr of the edifice. Us architec- 
ture .tlirouslioat was executed in the purest tasto, 
and was a triumphant testimony of the judgment 
aa-j genius of Kousscau, Its architect. 


The apartments of tlila palace were remarkable

PALAIS EOYAL. 


In ihe general condagration the Palais .^J<1% 


which is aimost opposite to tbe Tuileries, could 
scarcely have escapeu partial destruction. This 
ediflce, wlucu is situated opposite the Palace of tho 
Tuileries, was erected br cardinal Richelieu. Tlie 
residence or the Cardinal, first called by the modesB 
name or the Hotel de luchellcu, occupied then bat a' 
comparatively small space, but its size increased 
with me lortune and power of its owner. It was 
begun in 1623, alter tne drawings of Mercler, and 
finished In 1636. This palace was adorned wita 
much taste aud luxury. Boudoirs, a chapel, ball« 
rooms, galleries aud theatres—nothing was omitted 
mat could gratify the ambition of the Cardinal, wUo, 
having made its residence woriny of kings, gave H 
in 1630 to Louis XJ1I., aud confirmed me gilt by will' 
lu 16M. Tlie cardinal dying in uecember, 1S42, and 
Louia Xlll. m ilay, 1B40, me King, the Queen 
Regent arid me royal family tooK up ilielr residence 
in the palace in the October following, and c'aanged 
Us name to that of Palais Royal. It was also 
used as a residence by Louis XIV. durtoe 
tho first years of his minority.

The usual accumulation of money at this 
centre in the summer season is already BO 
great and so far ahead of time as to occasion 
general remark.

France 
under the Commune would bs a great confede- 
ration, of Fourierite phalanxes, of free love, 
free labor, free enjoyments, and so on, and 
with everything for everybody and nothing to 
do but to enjoy in everything the pleasures 
of perfect equality and the fat of the land. 


Considering tee desperate task first devolv- 


ing: upon these Paris revolutionists—the task of 
putting down by force of arms the existing 
government of France—the Commune, during 
its brief occupation, cad, down to yesterday," 
accomplished much inside of Paris, in doing 
awtxy with the old and in substituting ita new 
order of things. It had driven ont a large 
proportion of tie city property holders and 
had entered into the occupation of their 
houses free of rent; it had robbed churches 
and imprisoned the priests; it bad levied its 
assessments upon the Bank of France, the 
money changers, the shopkeepers, tlie railway 
and other corporations; it had shot numerous 
citizens congregating peaceably as men of law 
and order, and had suppressed every newspa- 
per venturing to speak its own opinions.

places without number, 


had torn away fine railings, bridges and 
bouse fronts—every sign of Napoleonisin—and, 
with the pulliog down of the Tenddme column, 
it was going into the image-breaking busi- 
ness on a grander scale, -when interrupted 
by the necessity of bringing all its forces to 
resist the army of MacJfahon iaside tbe, city 
walls. 


It is hardly, then, a matter of surprise that, 


when driven into a corner, like a gang of 
pirates, these Communists should fight like 
demoaa, and turn loose their Incendiaries upon 
the city.

Imagine what 
might be the dreadful consequences to New 
York of such a contagions pestilence as that 
at Buenos Ayres, or as the yellow fever was in 
Norfolk, Vs., some years ago. Besides the 
frightful loss of life, property and business 
would be destroyed to an 
inconceivable 


amount. 
How important it is, then, to guard 


against the introduction of contagious disease, 
and to keep the city clean and in a perfect sani- 
tary condition. 
No city in the world is better 


situated for drainage and cleanliness, but we 
require vigilaace on the part of tbe authori- 
ties. 
Above ali, it is necessary that the 


Health Officer of the Port should be sustained 
ia his efforts to prevent contagions diseases 
coming hers. The season of the year is 
approaching when the greatest care ought to 
be taken. Had it not been for the vigilance of 
Dr. Carnochan last year yellow fever would 
have got into the city. It is the more neces- 
sary that the authorities, the press and our 
citizens generally should sustain him, because 
there are efforts continually made by selfish 
merchants, shipowners and their agents to 
evade the quarantine, laws. Some of the 
captains and ship agents are disposed to be 
defiant and troublesome—particularly some 
of the, haughty British Cunardsrs. 
Such 


people care nothing about the health or pros- 
perity of the city and study only their own 
convenience or interests. Even a portion of 
the press has shown bad feeling toward the 
Health Officer because he has performed his 
duty to the public. Let him continue to do 
his duty, however, and prevent the introduc- 
tion of contagious disease, aad he will receive 
the approbation of every good citizen.
